A serious wreck occurred on the 
Cleveland & Pittsburg road at 
the 
Second street passenger station 
at 
nilu o’clock this morning. 
Sixteen 
< ars were badly wrecked, and it is es­ 
timated by officials 
of the railroad 
company that the loss will be not less 
than from $7,000 
to 
$8,000. 
The 
wrfck this 
morning is equal to that 
crossing on the morning of July 2 
which occurred at the Walnut street 
ast year. 
The wrecked train wa» No. 22. east­ 
bound, and was due at Wellsville at 
2:50 o’clock this morning. 
The train 
was making 25 miles an hour and in 
charge of Engineer Joseph Anderson, 
of Wellsville, and Fireman 
William 
Bott, of this city; Albert Chapman, 
of Cleveland, was the conductor 
of 
the train. 
The cause of the wreck 
s peculiar, as blame cannot be 
at- 
(ached to any one. A short time be­ 
fore train 88 was due a west bound 
freight train passed through the city. 
A chain on one of the cars attached 
to this train was broken and hanging 
from the car. 
It caught in the frog 
at the switch near the east part of 
*be platform of the passenger station. 
This caused the 
switch to part and 
a portion of the chain 
was 
found 
sticking in the switch. Train 88 came 
along 
running on scheduled 
speed. 
The engine and two cars passed over 
the open switch in safety, but the 
third car jumped the track. The train 
went 
as far as the 
freight 
depot 
when it parted. 
This caused the air 
bose 
attached 
to 
the 
third 
and 
fourth cars to part and this stopped 
the train. 
Engineer Anderson looked 
T'ack from his cab and was surprised 
to find that his train had been wreck­ 
ed. 
The wreck presented a picture that 
is seldom seen. 
Freight cars 
were 
turned In every position, axles were 
broken, ties 
torn from 
under the 
tracks, rails 
spread, telegraph, tele­ 
phone and trolley wires were parted. 
Electric light 
poles and the safety 
sates at 
the Second street crossing 
were cut down as if 
they had been 
rhalk. 
One car was turned half way 
around and crashed 
into 
Gateman 
White’s tower at this crossing 
and 
reduced it to kindling. 
Luckily no 
one was in the tower when it tfas 
struck. 
One car was rolled over the 
embankment at the Broadway wharf 
and is now lying on its side near the 
c°al office of Robert Moore. 
Strange 
as it may seem nothing in this caf 
was broken, although the roof was 
torn off. 
The worst part of the wreck was 
at the street 
crossing.

At 8 o'clock another train came up 
from Wellsville with 23 more labor­ 
ers 
and these men. with the wreck 
crew, began replacing the 
overturn­ 
ed cars on the track at 8:30 o’clock. 
This work was tedious, as the posi­ 
tions of the cars made it very hard for 
the work for the crew. Telegraphic 
communication from this city 
with 
Pittsburg was cut off entirely, but by 
IO o’clock necessary repairs had been 
I made.

Through passenger service was hut 
I off. 
Train 335, due here 
at 
8:22 
o dock, went to Cleveland by way of 
Beaver Falls and Alliance. Train 340, 
due here at 8 o’clock, arrived at 8:45 
o’clock. 
Passengers for the east got on this 
train at the foot of Union street and 
went to Pittsburg by the way of Al­ 
liance. 
Eastern mall arrived in the 
city on the noon train. 
There were various theories 
this 
morning as to the cause of the wreck. 
One persistent rumor had it that the 
wreck 
was caused by a broken axle. 
Another was that a projecting rail­ 
way rail lying alongside the 
track 
had caught one of the cars. 
One of 
the rails had been broken 
in 
two. 
Careful investigation failed to secure 
any absolutely reliable 
account 
of 
what caused the wreck. 
So hard did the wreck crew 
work 
under the intelligent lead of an able 
commander, fat and youthful appear­ 
ing, but understanding his business to 
the limit, that exactly at 11:15 
the 
tracks were clear. 
The first train to 
pass through was the noon train due 
here at 12:15.

Are the Real Thing, According to the 


Decision of Judge Taylor 


at Canton. 
Judge Taylor recently rendered a 
decision in the Stark county common 
pleas court that is of far-reaching im­ 
portance. The question at issue was 
the judicial definition of what con­ 
stitutes a “grass” widow, and Judge 
Taylor held that such a person, in so 
far as relates to property, is actually 
widowed, -as fully so as though 
the 
absconding partner 
in the wrecked 
matrimonial firm were dead.

on record in Ohio.

says the Buckeye State, to imply that

was altogether $142,till. This was built 
to keep troops out of Havana in yellow 
fever time. The United States govern­ 
ment has si tire been reimbursed from the 
island revenues. The statement shows that 
the total receipts from all sources in Cuba for 
the year 1*99 were $16,166,690. The expendi­ 
tures are set down as $7,421,719. It is explained 
that thin is a sum total for ^lirh vouchers had 
been audited by the auditor of Cuba. His re­ 
port is complete for the y ear 1899 for the civil 
departments of tile island, but his report for

At the Second Street Crossing at 
an Early Hour This M orn­ 
ing. 


LOSS ESTIMATED AT $8,000 


East Bound Freight No 88 Ran 
Into an Open Switch Near 
the Passenger Station. 


S T R E E T C A R T R A F F I C D E L A Y E D . 


A serious wreck occurred on the 
Cleveland & Pittsburg road at 
the 
Second street passenger station 
at 
4:1 5 o’clock this morning. 
Sixteen 
< ars were badly wrecked, and it is es­ 
timated by officials 
of the railroad 
v ompany that the loss will be not less 


than from $7,000 
to 
$8,000. 
The 


wreck this 
morning is equal to that 


crossing on the morning of July 2 
which occurred at the Walnut street 
last year. 
The wrecked train was No. 22. east­ 
bound, and was due at Wellsville at 
2:oO o’clock this morning. 
The train 
was making 25 miles an hour and in 
charge of Engineer Joseph Anderson, 
of Wellsville, and Fireman 
William 
Bott. of this c ity ;'Albert 
Chapman, 
of Cleveland, was the conductor 
of 
the 
train. 
The cause of the wreck 
Is peculiar, as blame cannot be 
at­ 
tached to any one. 
A short time be­ 
fore 
train 88 was due a west bound 
freight train passed through the city. 
A chain on one 
of the cars attached 
to this train was broken and hanging 
from the car. 
It caught in the frog 
at 
the switch near the east part of 
*he platform of the passenger station. 
This caused the 
switch to part and 
a portion of the chain 
was 
found 
sticking in the switch. Train 88 came 
along 
running on scheduled 
speed. 
The engine and two cars passed over 
the open switch in safety, but the 
third car jumped the track. The train 
went 
as far as the 
freight 
depot 
when it parted. 
This caused the air 
hose 
attached 
to 
the 
third 
and 
fourth cars 
to part and this stopped 
the train. 
Engineer Anderson looked 
back from his cab and was surprised 
to find that his train had been wreck­ 
ed. 
The wreck presented a picture that 
is seldom seen. 
Freight cars 
were 
turned in every position, axles were 
broken, ties 
torn from 
under the 
tracks, rails 
spread, telegraph, tele­ 
phone and trolley wires were parted. 
Electric light 
poles and the safety 
sates at 
the Second street crossing 
were cut down as lf 
they had been 
chalk. 
One car was turned half way 
around and crashed 
into 
Gateman 
White’s tower at 
this crossing 
and 
reduced it to kindling. 
Luckily no 
erne was in the tower when it Was 
struck. 
One car was rolled over the 
embankment at 
the Broadway wharf 
and Is now lying on its side near the 
coal office of Robert Moore. 
Strange 
as it may seem nothing in this caf 
was broken, although the roof was 
torn off. 
The worst part 
of the wreck w-as 
at the street 
crossing. 
The 
cars 
w^re^.]^|^pd every way and they were 
j^ed. 
Investigation proved 
flttle freight had been de-

trolley wires and also the telephone 
and telegraph wires. 
The wreck crew 
from 
Wellsville 
was called out and arrived here about 
7 o’clock. On account of the bad con­ 
dition of the 
track there was some 
delay in commencing on the wreck. 
At 8 o’clock another train came up 
from Wellsville with 23 more labor­ 
ers 
and these men, with the wreck 
crew, began replacing the 
overturn­ 
ed cars on the 
track at 8:30 o’clock. 
This work was tedious, as the posi­ 
tions of the cars made it very hard for 
the work 
for the crew. Telegraphic 
communication from this city 
with 
Pittsburg was cut off entirely, but by 
IO o’clock necessary repairs had been 
made. 
Through passenger service was hut 
off. 
Train 335, due here 
at 
8:22 
o’clock, went to Cleveland by way of 
Beaver Falls and Alliance. Train 340, 
due here at 8 o’clock, arrived at 8:45 
o’clock. 
Passengers for the east got on this 
train at the foot of Union street and 
went 
to Pittsburg by the way of Al­ 
liance. 
Eastern mail arrived in the 
city on the noon train. 
There were various theories 
this 
morning as to the cause of the wreck. 
One persistent rumor had it that the 
wreck 
was caused by a broken axle. 
Another was that a projecting rail­ 
way rail lying alongside the 
track 
had caught one of the cars. 
One of 
the rails had been broken 
in 
two. 
Careful investigation failed to secure 
any absolutely reliable 
account 
of 
what caused the wreck. 
So hard did the wreck crew 
work 
under the intelligent lead of an able 
commander, fat and youthful appear­ 
ing. but understanding his business to 
the limit, that exactly at 11:15 
the 
tracks were clear. 
The first train to 
pass through 
was the noon train due 
here at 12:15.

The wrecked train was No. 22, east- 
bound, and was due at Wellsville at 
2:50 o’clock this morning. 
The train 
was making 25 miles an hour and in 
charge of Engineer Joseph Anderson, 
of Wellsville, and Firem an 
William 
Bott, of this city;'A lbert 
Chapman, | f 
k 
, 
of Cleveland, was the conductor 
of 
the 
train. 
The cause of the wreck 
is peculiar, as blame cannot be 
at­ 
tached to any one. 
A short 
time be­ 
fore 
train 88 was due a west bound 
freight train passed through the city. 
•\ chain on one 
of the cars attached 
to this train was broken and hanging 
from the car. 
It caught in the frog 
at 
the switch near the east part oif 
♦he platform of the passenger station. 
This caused the 
switch to part and 
a portion of the chain 
was 
found 
sticking in the switch. Train 88 came 
along 
running on scheduled 
speed. 
The engine and two cars passed over 
the open switch in safety, but the 
third car jumped the track. The train

when it parted.

the train. 
Engineer Anderson looked 
hack from his cab and was surprised 
to tind that his train had been wreck­ 
ed.
